Foot Always Under Table. 


No bet less than 25 cents was ac- 
cepted here. Whenever the wheel 
stopped on “D-U,” which was often, 
it meant that the bet must be doubled 
to stay in. After that each whirl of 
the arrow took many silver coins to 
the pile in front of the dark-faced 
man who tended the game. He made 
change with the rapidity of the 
trained gambler: chewed a_ cigar, 
spun the indicator with astonishing 
dexterity, and always kept his right 
foot under the table, directly below 
the tripod supporting the arrow. 

To observan spectators three of 
the men about the table were ob- 
vioucly “cappers’—in league wth 
the man running the game. One of 
these was a young fellow with brick- 
red hair and a soft turn-down collar. 
Another was a stocky, florid man 
with a quare face and light blue 
eyes. The third had beetling black 
eyebrows and black eyes. He was 
obviously made up to have the ap- 
pearance of a middle-aged farmer. 
These three men won great sums of 
money without betraying excitement, 
and their success led others to enter 
the game. After a J-P or D-U.the in- 
dicator invariably turned the blanks 
until the outsiders had lost all their 
money or ‘“‘nerve.”’ The red-haired 
youth, the stocky individual or _ the 
‘*farmer’’ won—sometimes two or all of 
them. 

One of the heavy losers was a slender, 

dark-faced young man, who played the 
game feverishly until a small bundle 
of bills he held when he began had 
melted to nothing. His loss was not 
more than $15, but his face as he turned 
from the table showed that it eant 
much to him. 
Another heavy player was a fat blond 
man who wore no collar. After he had 
“stayed in” a ‘“jackpot’’ until his loss 
on the one play amounted to $6, he lost 
patience. The man behind the indica- 
ter urged him to make another bet, but 
he. remained obdurate. Giving the ar- 
row a little push, the man conducting 
the game argued: 

“You can't afford to drop out now, 
after getting in so deep. You can't lose 
—there ain't a chance. You're bound 
to win in this game. If this indicator 
stops on a $1 bill next time vou get 
$10 and three times the amount of your 
bet. Watch the indicator—that tells 
what you win.” 

“I'm not going to bet.’’ blurted the 
fat man. “It's a skin game.”’ 
The man with the cigar burst into’a 
torrent of protest. He took the arrow 
off the tripod and the tripod from the 
holes in the table into which the legs 
fitted, and exhibited them indignantly 
to the crowd. The crowd seemed satis- 
fied, but the fat man wasn't. He 
walked away. The play continued as 
heavily as before. 

Women Drink and Sing. 

The noisiest groups were on the cabin 
deck. About one table were seven wom- 
en, who drank, sang and laughed loudly. 
There were no men in this group. At 
another table on the port side of the 
deck, concealed by the stair from most 
parts of the boat, was a ‘“‘mixed’’ crowd 
of nine, which - made the deck ring with 
joliity.

Tables ranged about the 
floor were surrounded by groups of girls 
and boys, who drank thirstily. 

On the hurricane deck darkness pre- 
valled.

ing concerns. It appears that one 
of the shoe companies has reaped free 
advertising estimated to be worth $50,- 
000 by returning to the City License Col- 
lector the amount of its year’s sales 
exact to the cent, while its competitors, 
following a time-honored custom, re- 
ported ony from 8 to 90 per cent of 
theirs. ° 

The returns published in the Post- 
Dispatch Tuesday gave the shoe sales 
of St. Louis as $35,684,950 for the year 
ending June 1. According to officers of 
the shoe manufacturing concerns, the 
actual sales are between $45,000,000 and 
$50,000,000 annually. The discrepancy is 
accounted for in various ways. 

Mental reservation in making returns 
is charged with part of the responsibil- 
ity. Different ways of construing the 
law and different definitions of what 
constitutes a sale have something to do 
with it. Over a million dollars are ac- 
counted for by the statement of an offi- 
cer of one firm that there is that much 
of a discrepancy between the sworn re- 
turn and the firm's sales. 

Gave Concern Second Place. 

When ofggers of the different firms 
were Interviewed by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter they all refused to be quoted 
except President Jackson Johnson of 
the Roberts, Johnson & Rand Shoe Co., 
and one or two others. 

It happens that the Johnson company 
takes second place on the ist for vol- 
ume of business, according to the 
statements made, as against third place 
where they were supposed to be. 

This is the firm which made the exact 
return and the one now complimented 
on the one hand and criticized on the 
other amongst competitors for viola- 
tion of wha passes in the comedy as 
business. economy. On all sides it fs 
credited with having profited cleverly. 
One of its keenest competitors gave the 
reporter the estimate of $50,000 ag the 
value of the published list of sales re- 
turns. He based it on the fact that 
Roberts, Johnson & Rand have laid 
great stress on thefr rapid growth, in 
all of their advertising, and that the re- 
turns show the firm has jumped from 
third to second place—a proud position. 

The business rivalry amongst the 14 
firms is as intense as that amongst the 
big league baseball teams, The army 
of employes and clients are the fans. 

Mr. Johnson was free to say. with 
great definiteness, that his firm had 
sworn to its exact net sales this year 
and had done so in previous years. 

“T do not know what other firms have 
done,"’ he said. “I have no reason to 
suppose that they have understated their 
sales. The oath required to be taken 
is very plain. I had an impression that 
the total sales were greater than the 
sworn statements cause them to appear, 
but that was only an impression. 

“T believe St. Louis is now the great- 
est original shoe market in the coun- 
try, if not in the world. Boston gets 
credit for selling more shoes, but Bos- 
ton claims all the shoes that are 
shipped through that city. 

“T have not heard of anybody being 
displeased with our practice of making 
return on our full net sales. I would 
regard any such complaint as unwar- 
rantéd meddling. I have no reason to 
think. though, that any of our compet- 
itors have been making returns on less 
than their net sales.”’ 


Allow for Contingencies, 

Officers of some. of the other large 
firms say that they can conscientiously 
make return of less than their net sales 
so as to allow a margin for a number of 
contingencies, including the return of 
goods, failure to pay and 80 on. 

The secretary of one firm said w'itheut 
hesitation, when qhestioned, that the 
business done by eleven of the fourteen 
firms making statements was greater 
than indicated by the statements. He 
included his own firm in the eleven and 
declared that while the statement gave 
the sales of the firm at less than $1,000,- 
0) the actual sales were $2,159,000, 

“Pifferent firms construe the law alf- 
ferently.”’ was the explanation of the 
president of another firm, ‘and is 
hard toggell which is right.”’ 

The Te ntaent of another company. 
when he was asked about the sales of 
his own firm, as given to the license col- 
lector, smiled and said he would not 
care to go behind the returns. 

An officer of another firm complained 
that injury had been done to the 8St. 
louis market by the publication of the 
fiv-ures. 

“It was proclaimed to the world last 
January,” he said, ‘‘that St. Louis had 
sold $50,000,000 worth of shoes Im a year. 
Now the official timurés are sent out, 
showing that the sales were only $35,00),- 
000.

How Discrepancy Ocurs. 

“These figures are misleading. We 
make return to the license commissioner 
only on the sales on which we have 
received the money and we do not 
include in the statement the sales 
which are delivered from our fac- 
tories out of town. We make ship- 
ments direct from the factories, but we 
pay taxes in the cities where the fac- 
tories are located and therefore do not 
report those sales here.”’ 

Philip Becker, Secretary of the Ditt- 
mann § e Co., said he was not fami- 
liar with the method followed by that 
firm in making statements of sales, 
but he thought that the public 
would make allowance for the difference 
between the former published estimates 
and the official figures.

Gov. Heyward’s Plea 
for Honor of State. 


“I am here alone, but I repre- 
sent the majesty of the law. I 
represent the State of South 
Carolina, your State and mine, 
and I say to you, I beg you, I 
implore you in God’s name, not 
to put another stain upon our 
fair State. You have an oppor- 
tunity here, a splendid oppor- 
tunity, to let it be said that 
South Carolina leads in this 
matter. Let us reason togeth- 
er. I feel just as you do. I 
have lived in the country and 
realize the dangers to which 
our women are constantly ex- 
posed, but there is something 
higher than the wreaking of 
vengeance on that black devil. 
You won’t enjoy it tomorrow 
when you look back upon it 
all.” 


GREENWOOD, S. C.,. Aug. 17.—De- 
spite the eloquent plea of Gov. Hey- 
ward, in which he appealed to a mob 
to. desist from violence, ‘‘Bob’ Davis, 
a negro, .who attacked Miss Jennie 
Brooks near here, was removed from 
the presence of the executive and shot 
to death. 

The negro was captured yesterday aft 
ernoon near Ninety-six, after a search 
since last Monday night, when the crime 
was committed. 


The negro was found hiding in a 


He was tied hand and foot 
and brought to the home of his victim 
for identification. The young woman, 
lying on her bed with a deep gash in 
her throat, turned toward the negro 
as he stood between his captors. 

“That's the scoundrel,’’ she said. 
know him by his eyes.”’ 

Gov. Heyward reached the scene 
shortly after the negro had been cap- 
tured. A platform was erected in a 
fence corner on the premises of the 
victim’s father, and from it Gov. 
Heyward addresed the mob. 

He said: 

“I know that nothing 

lace that could keep you from hear- 
ng the Governor of South Carolina. 
I come here alone, not bringing any 
troops. Only two newspaper men 
came with me, and they, as well as 
I, are South Carolinians, just as you 
are, with like feelings. But it is my 
duty to enforce the laws of South 
Carolina. Don’t cheer, men; this is 
a solemn occasion, and I am very 
much in earnest. I come to appeal to 
your manhood, The question is, shal} 
the people be allowed to be ruled by 
their passions and prejudices, or shall 
the supremacy and the majesty of the 
law be upheld? I promise you on 
my honor that as speedy trial as the 
law allows shall be held. I would 
not object to cutting the rope to 
hang that scoundrel provided the 
law says so.”

courts. A large percentage of the per- 
manent residents feel, too, that the, 
prohibition of autos has done much to 
restrict the general ‘business of the 
town.

Foresight is more admirable than 
handsight. There is not anything I so 
much love to do ag to cogently forecast 
probable eventualities. 

Therefore I wish to say now that I do 
not fancy the legalization of the forward 
pass in the new football rules. While 
in every other respect the changes bring 
the game back to its original form, the 
old Rugby of England, I fear that the 
privilege of passing forward will spoil 
the sport. 

As Mr. Connett pointed out in his ad- 

mirable analysis of the new rules, the 
forward pass will have the effect of 
making it essential that the defensive 
team shall watch. and cover, every man 
on the opposing eleven. 
Thus the man who runs past the tack- 
lers in the interference cannot be for- 
gotten, passed up or totally disregarded 
as he has been in the past. For the 
runner may throw, or pass, forward to 
him, Then where is the defensive team? 
This will, I think, lead to “playing the 
man,’’ covering off and taking too much 
needed attention from the man who car- 
ries the ball. In other words, it will 
dissipate the limited forces of defense 
and spoil the attractive concencrative- 
ness of play. 

The same complaint, to some extent, 
holds good against the rule which puts 
the Kicking team on sie when the punt- 
ed ball touches the ground. While I do 
not view this rule with the same appre- 
hension as I do that which permits 
forward massing, it is Hable to- cause 
trouble. It surely will lead to incessant 
recurrence of fierce and wild scrambles 
for possession of the ball. 

One point which I wish to bring clear- 
ly before the and to the attention of 
coaches, managers, players, etc., is that 
the rule which puts the kicking team on 
side as soon ag the punted ball hits the 
ground makes it obligatory that the de- 
fensive team shall keep the attacking 
team off side by refusing to permit 
punts to bound. This means that at 
least the back field shall be fast of foot 
and deadly sure of hand to catch punts. 

Here we have the crux of the entire 
affair, 

The game is entirely changed. We 
have had no kickers, no safe punt hand- 
lers. Now kickers and safe punt hahd- 
lers are necessary above all things. 

We are turned right around. Where 
we have been wanting nothing but pon- 
derous pushers, men who could neither 
run, kick or catch, we must have fas?

NOT AN ACCEPTABLE PLEA. 

| Attorney-General Hadley attempts to justify the 
low assessment of public service corporations in this 
city and State by the State Board of Equalization, 
on the ground that the assessment of other property 
is low. The plea that one wrong justifies another 
_ would hardly be acceptable in any court. The board 
should assess justly and according to law, regard- 
less.of the action of other assessors. 

But concerning St. Louis assessments, Mr. Hadley 
says that the. business property in St. Louis is as- 
sessed below its actual value and out of proportion 
to the home owners, who pay more than their 
wealthy downtown neighbors. This is a decided in- 
justice to the home owners. But why should the 
State Board of Equalization assess the public service 
corporations on the basis of business propervy and 
not on the basis of the homes? Why should the in- 
justice to the home owner be emphasized by permit- 
ting corporations holding millions of dollars’ worth 
of franchises filched from the people, to escape taxa- 
tion on a large part of their unearned wealth, while 
the home owner is compelled to pay taxes on the 
higher proportionate valuation? The property of the 
public service franchise corporations should be above 
all other property assessed on a just basis. These 
corporations hold special privileges of great value 
for which they have paid little or nothing. They 
levy on the public an unjust burden to make good a 
mass of overcapitalization. Whatever excuse there 

lay be for making a low assessment on honestly 

uired property, there can be none for permitting 
lic plunder to escape taxation.

The revival of the question of “corporal punish- 
ment” in New York schools comes just after its re- 
vival in the Missouri Penitentiary. Probably it will 
always remain a question with some people, no mat- 
ter what is said or written. Still it was as nearly 
settled in St. Louis education under the administra- 
tion of Doctor William T. Harris as it is ever likely 
to be. 

Some men, a great many men, perhaps most men, 
cannot manage other men except by asserting their 
own superiority as emphatically as possible. If they 
have arbitrary power, this.emphasis is certain finally 
to jnvolye force, the rod, the lash or some other 
means of “corporal punishment.” 

The end of civilization in education, and every- 
where else, is to find the men who can manage best 
with the least force. | 

If a teacher cannot manage boys without force, 
it counts against the boys who must be whipped. 
But every time a teacher, doing his best, is obliged to 
resort to force, it goes to show that the teacher’s 
best in the management. of boys is not good enough 
or civilized enough. This was the view of Doctor 
Harris, and it has not been discredited. 

The same rule applies to penitentiaries. A peniten- 
tiary in which men who have not been sentenced to 
the lash, must be strapped up and lashed to “pre- 
serve order,” needs better managers. Its managers 
may be doing their best, but their best is not good 
enough. We want finally no political management of 
boys or men that is short of being civilized manage- 
ment. :

STATE SANITARIUM AT MT. VERNON 
The State sanitarium for the treatment of tuber- 
culosis, the corner-stone of which was laid at Mount 
Vernon Wednesday, is the beginning of a most im- 
portant work. 

In his address Gov. Folk said: “The establish- 
ment of this sanitarium marks an important, epoch 
in the history of Missouri, and is a milestone in the 
progress of intelligent warfare against disease. It is 
now a demonstrated fact that consumption can be 
cured by the methods used here. It is a duty the 
State owes people, to save, if possible, the multitude 
of victims who are sacrificed each year to this mal- 
ady.” 

Missouri is not, the first to establish a sanitarium 
for this purpose, but she is not the last. Indeed, 
in very few States has public opinion ripened to the 
point where government action can be invoked. 

The natural method will be employed at this sani- 
tarium. Wholesome living, with plenty of fresh air 
and rational feeding, will be relied upon. It is a 
great and beneficent work and Missouri has another 
reason for pride. Consumption is curable as well as 
preventable. And this State institution will be a 
model for all independent individual work,

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THE ENGLISH DON’T LIKE US. 
A writer in the @ritic ventures to deny that the 
much paraded Anglo-American entente cordiale is 
anything but a diplomatic phrase. 
The English don’t like us. That is the beginning 
and the end of the English view. 
The Englishman is “all blatant belief in himself 
and unreasoning prejudice against every other crea- 
ture,” says this writer. Moreover, “if John Bull 
were to lose his conceit, his ignorance of his neigh- 
bor, his cocksureness of his own superiority, what 
would be left of him?” 
Thia is disquieting. We have become accustomed 
since the English Government put coal on the contra- 
band list to consider the Englishman as a dear friend 
who would give us everything he didn’t want himself. 
All political calculations in Europe and America are 
based upon the assumption that in the event of war 
England and America would stand together as allies. 
There have been so many mutual assurances of dis- 
tinguished consideration ‘that on both sides of the 
pond people have actually come to believe in the 
heart friendship of the two nations. 
All this is nonsense. Between individual English- 
men and Americans there is friendship or dislike, just. 
as there is between individuals of the same nation- 
ality. But as between the nations there is neither 
friendship nor enmity, but only a carefully consid- 
ered policy dictated exclusively by self-interest. 
‘In an age when everything is calculated with refer- 
ence to commercial advantage, there is no room for 
sentiment to play. Between nations there may be al- 
liances, even unbreakable alliances, but they rest 
not on affection, but on the solid ground of material 
expediency. 1 
_ The Critic writer is no doubt correct in his judg- 
ment concerning the attitude of individual English- 
men. He has met the wrong kind, however. There 
are as many kinds of Englishmen as there are Eng- 
lishmen, and among them al] there must be many 
who are not arrogant and cocksure and generally 
offensive. But such things do not enter as a feather’s 
weight in political relations.

Ever since ‘I investigated 
the case on Monday night I have been 
at the police to arrest the motorman 
who had charge of the car which killed 
her. The most they report is that they 
are unable to locate him. Today I de- 
manded of the B. R. T. that it produce 
this employe and furnish me with his 
proper name and address before noon 
tomorrow.

TEXAS DEMOCRATS 
CHOOSE CAMPBELL 


Resolution Adopted Amending 
Platform to Demand Aboli- 
tion of Trusts in State. 


DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 17.—The. nomi- 
nation of Thomas M. Campbell of Pal- 
estine fur Governor last night by the 
State Democratic Convention is a dis- 
tinct victory for the radical element and 
reilects the policies and aims of the late 
Uov. James 8. Hogg'’s administration. 

Ten years ago, when Campbell was 
general manager of the International & 


Great Northern Railroad, he was an ar- 
dent supporter of William J. Bryan, in 
the face of opposition and objection of 
the Gould interests.

CITIZENS GUARD TOWN 
AGAINST RAID OF BLACKS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug. 17.—Over 
four hundred rifles were sold here yes- 
terday to citizens who are now patrol- 
ling the town, vowirns they will kill 


any «negro soldiers from Fort Brown 
on sight. 

This is the climax of the raid made 
last Monday night by negro Federal 
soldiers at Fort Brown. in which a 
white woman was attacked, a business 
man killed and a policeman wounded. 

An itmmediate battle will undoubtedly 
follow the appearance of any negro 
troops, and Maj. Penrose, commander 
at Fort Brown, has issued strict or- 
ders that no soldiers shall leave the 
garrison. : 

State rangers are understood to be on 
the way here to preserve order. 

No Answer to Appeal. - 

No replies having been received by 
the Citizens’ Investigating Committee 
to requests for protection and relief 
from the strain under which Browns- 
ville has been suffering since Monday 
night, the committee has sent most ur- 
gent messages to President Roosevelt, 
United States Senators Culberson and 
Bailey and Gov. Lanham, giving details 
that a careful inquiry has failed to 
attach any blame whatever upon the 
citizens for disorders that occurred. 

The message states that threats 
have been made py the negro sol- 
diers to repeat the raid on the town, 
and that it is feared the five com- 
missioned officers at Fort Brown can- 
not control the wen. 

“Our position, Mr. President,”: the 
message says, “is practically. this: 
Our women and children are terror- 
ized and our men are under constant 
alarm and watchfulness. We ask you 
to have these negro troops removed 
at once and replaced by white sol- 
diers.”’ 

The negroes are said to have threat- 
ened to break out and burn the town. 
Every man in town is anxious for the 
safety of his loved ones and the arrival 
of State troops is ardently prayed for. 

To Discipline Officers, 

It is said that several officers of the 
fort will be court-martialed for negli- 
gence of duty. They are understood to 
have beer asleep when the outbreak oc- 
curred. No arrests have been made so 
far, but Maj. Penrose declares a rigid 
inquiry is being made to learn the guil- 
ty soldiers’ names

That Is All That. Will Be 
Gleaned in the Examination 
of Records.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Acting Di- 
rector of the Census Rossiter said to- 
day that no ground exists for the gen- 
eral apprehension throughout the coun- 


try that family skeletons and all kinds 
of unpleasant scandals will be exposed 
by the collection of divorce statistics. 
Iie declares that no disagreeable re- 
sults are poesible. 

“There is absolutely nothing sensa- 
tional in the work,” said Mr. Rossiter. 
‘Jt is merely a routine matter with us, 
and the public will never be any wiser 
as to individual cases when we have 
finished. We would not think of giving 
out any information in that way. In 
fact, our records will not even contain 
the names of the divorced persons when 
they are complete. It is block statistics 
that the Government is after, and noth- 
ing else. 

“It has been reported that the census 
agents will have interviews with di- 
vorced persons and ask them all sorts of 
personal questions. Nothing of this kind 
will be done. We are simply sending a 
corps of men and women clerks from of- 
fices in this city, as we do continually 
in collecting various kinds of statistics, 
and they are being installed in the Court- 
houses of 20 of the large cities, where, 
under the direction of a man of the bu- 
reau. thev will go through the divore- 
records of the past 20 years hurriedly 
and in a businesslike manner and take 
out certain cold facts, which will never 
have any personal significance to the 
bureau or the public.

There were 187 suicides in St. Louts 
in the fiscal year ending April 9, 23 less 
than the number for the previous 12 
months, according to the annual report 
of the Health Commissioner now being 
completed. The report shows that the 
city’s death rate has been reduced in 
the last 12 months, particularly in 
deaths by violence and from malignant 
and contagious diseases. The past year

MUCK RAKE USED 
ON FREE LUNCHES 


Food Inspector Raids Establish- 
ment in Chicago Where Meat 
Was Being Doctored. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—That the free 
lunch served in hundreds of saloons in 
Chicago is largely composed of meat '!n 
a condition absolutely unfit for use, .was 
discovered yesterday by Food Inspector 
Murray when his force of assistants 
raided a barn at 124 Illinois. street, 
owned by William Davidson. The place 
contained 30 stoves, over which six men 
were working in an endeavor to prepare 
decayed pork and beef into a semblance 
ef its original form, and thereafter 
“manufacture’’ it into free lunch for 
the saloon trade. ; 

The men working in the awful stench 
of the place were arrested on warrants 
sworn out by Inspector Murray, and 
with Davidson, are accused of violating 
the health ordinances of the city. 

The raid of the Illinois street barn 
followed the inspection of a cold storage 
warehouse. The warehouse is a public 
one, and in it Inspector Murray found 
25,00 pounds of meat unfit for use. A 
search of the books of the company 
showed that thfS meat was the property 
of Davidson. 

In addition to the equipment at the 
bern for cohverting unsalable meat into 
cuta from supposedly good roasts, the 
inspectors found a plant for the manu- 
facture of sausage of different kinds, 
and other articles of food which usually 
adorn the free lunch counters in the 
cheap or middle class saloons. The en- 
tire plant was confiscated and will be 
used as evidence against Davidson and 
his assistants in Justice Gibbons’ court 
today.

Carbolic Acid She Drank Was 
Diluted With Water. 


A little trick of a drug clerk saved 
the life of Mrs. Lizzie Nolan, 21 years 
old, 814 North Twentieth street.

Say $150,000,000 Is Ample 
Sum to Build From New 
York to Chicago, 








WILL. LESSEN DISTANCE 





Road Will Be 65 Miles Shorter 
Shorter Than Longest. 


NEW YORK; Aug. 17.—Joseph Rain- 
sey Jr., former president of the Wabash 
Railroad, arrived in this city yesterday 


to consult with several clients regarding 
kis new railroad enterprise—the New 
York, Pittsburg & Chicago Air Line. 
When seen at his office the railroad 
builder gave an interesting review of 
his project. 

“IT see,’” said Mr. Ramsey, ‘“‘that sev- 
eral critics assert that $150,000,000 would 
not pay for a construction of a double 
track road betweén New York, Pitts- 
burg and Chicago. They sé@m to ignore 
the fact that I and my associates have 
had engineers’ and surveyors’ forces in 
the field for three years and that we 
now have franchises and rights of way 
for our lines from the eastern to the 
western borders of Pennsylvania. 

“Our line between Pitssburg and New 
York will be less than 380 miles in 
length, and at a rate of-$150,000 a mile 
for construction and a reasonable amount 


of equipment, which is far above the 
average, the cost would be only about 
$50,000,000. West of Pittsburg the con- 
struction work will be far less expensive. 
After we get 80 miles west of that city 
we will strike flat, prairie land, where 
we can construct a double track road for 
less than $50,000 a mile. 

“Our proposed line is 65 miles shorter 
than that of the Pennsylvania between 
Pittsburg and New York. The surveys 
and reconnoisamces we have made to 
Chicago give us a route 100 miles short- 
er than the Pennsylvania & Fort Wayne, 
460 miles sharter than the New York 
Central and 5 miles shorter than the 
Erie. 

“Our maximum grades eastbound are 
°) feet to the mile throughout the route, 
while the route via the Pennsylvania 
grades up the western slope of the Alle- 
ghenies are 60 feet to the mile.’’ 

Mr. Ramsey, while admitting that he 
has foreign financial aid tg some extent 
in his project, still refuses to disclose 
the nature of his backing or name his 
associates. 

“Entrance into Chicago is a compara- 
tively easy matter,’’ he said. “There are 
several belt lines there from which it is 
possible to lease terminal facilities. ; 

The New York-Pittsburg line, Mr. 
Ramsey believes, will be constructed in 
three years.

WILD TO TRY 


AGAIN 


TO RIDE INAIRSHIP 
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Aeronaut Will Make Second Flight as Soon as Slit in Gas Bag Can 
Be Repaired—On First Flight He Ascended 4000 Feet, 
Crossed the River and Landed Safely in Illinois. 


Horace B. Wild, the young aeronaut, 
says he will make another flight from 
Forest Park Highlands in his airship, 
the Eagle, and will alight on the Post- 
Dispatch building and return. He will 
make the trip as soon as the slit in the 
gas bag of the machine can be repaired. 
Wild is not discouraged by his failure 
to come nearer the downtown district 
than 2600 South Broadway on hie first 
trip Thursday and says under more 
favorable conditions he will have no 
difficulty in circling about the Post-Dis. 
patch building. , 

The aeronaut says that one difficulty 
on which he had not figured is the 
smoke blanket which covers the city. 
He says that, from a point high in the 
air, it is difficult to pick out any par- 
ticular landing place. 

The slit which causes the delay was 
made in the gas bag after it had been 
returned in an automobile to Forest 
Fark Highlands. Some in the crowd 
who were smoking were ordered away 
by Howard Pyle and John Gallagher, 
who were in charge of the balloon. They 
refused to go and Pvle started for a 
policeman. When a policeman dispersed 
the crowd it was found that the bag 
had been slashed. Claude Vaughn, Jo- 
seph Williams, Arthur Haley and Jonn 
McElhinney were arrested. They admit 
being in the crowd, but deny that they 
slashed the bag. 

Wind Was Too Strong. 

Wild made his first ascent in St. 
Louis Thursday. He sailed from For- 
est Park Highlands in a southeast- 
erly direction, passing over Tower 
Grove Park, crossing the river at 
Sidney street, and landing east of 
Cahokia, one and one-half miles 
from the river. 

The flight was announced to take 
place at 1:30 p. m., and many: persons

; Vantage, but the motor of* the air- 
ship refused to work and it was 4:14 
before the big gas bag rose into the 
air. Wild sat far back on the frame 
of his machine, near the rudder, as 
the airship shot into the air at an 
angle of 45 degrees.

Gasoline Supply Failed. 


“The rest of the trip until the gasoline 
ran out was an experiment of tacking 


at different altitudes. At one place on 
the Illinois side I went up to 4000 feet.

I was first coming 
down in a field just east of the river, 
near a railroad, but a freight train came 
along and I ascended again, as I was 
too close to the track for safety. 

“I landed easily in a stubble field and 
seized a bunch of weeds and held the 
airship down until Rey. Father Frank 
Berkenbrock of the Holy Family 
Church, Cahokia, came to my assist- 
ance.”’ 

Father Berkenbrock was the first per- 
son to reach the aeronaut when he 
descended.

Mrs, Della St, Cyre Was Af- 
fected by Sudden Death 
. of Her Friend. 


Despondency amounting almost to 
melancholia since the recent tragic 
death of Robert Boehmen, the band- 
master who fell dying from the band- 
stand while conducting his first concert 
at Forest Park the evening of July 9, 
is the only cause Alfred St.«Cyre can 
give for the disappearance of his 2- 
year-wife, Della St. Cyre, who left their 
home at 1806 South Eighth street Tues- 
day and has not returned. Thursday 
the husband received a letter from her 
mailed’ in. St. Louis in which she said 
she was tired of living and would end 
her life..— 

St. Cyre was married to Della Hoff- 
man July 3, after a short courtship. At 
the time he married her he says she 


was on very friendly terms with the 
musician and showed great interest in 
his efforts to achieve success as a band 
conductor. She frequently spoke of him 
after their marriage, he said, and al- 
ways showed great interest in any mu- 
sical entertainment in which he was to 
take part. 

She was not present at Forest Park 
the night of the fatal concert. She had 
made an en ement with friends to go 
for an excursion on a steamboat, hav- 
ing forgotten that it was the night for 
the concert tn which Boehmen was to 
make his first apearance as a conductor. 

“When the boat landed on the 
wharf,” said her husband to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday, “she heard 
the news spoken by some one in the 
crowd. She seemed dazed and for a 
while said nothing at all. Then she 
found some one who had been at the 
concert and had the whole story re- 
peated to her. 


Wife Became Despondent. 


“Still she said little about it. She 
recalled in broken sentences friendly 
meetings she had had with the mu- 
sician, and seemed hardly to realize 
that what. she had heard was true.

Second List of Talesmen Ex- 
hausted When But Seven 
Men Qualify. 





PROTEST AGAINST JUROR 





Defense Files Affidavits That 
One Man Scored the 
Lynchers. 


By a Staff Correspondent. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 17.—When 
but seven of 70 talesmen qualified this 
moining at the resumption of. the case 
of Doss Galbraith, charged with first 
degree murder in connection with the 
lynching of three negroes here April 
i4, it was impossible to complete the 
jury. 

Elisor Grantham started at noon to 
obtain new talesmen. Only 32 men have 
qualified out of 191 summoned. Ten 
more are required for the panel of 40 
and 11 will pe needed if a protest made 
today by the defense to the qualification 
of one man is sustained. 

The Galbraith defense came _ inte 
the Greene County Criminal Court this 
morning ahead of Elisor Grantham and 
his 70 talesmen. 


davits against the qualification of Simon 
B. Phifer as a juror. Phifer testified on 
his examination Monday that he would 
let the law take its course, even if his 
own wife or daughter had been the vic- 
tim of a negro attack. 

The affidavits filed by Val Mason this 
morning are from G. F. Berry, Giles R.

In the first one; Berry declares that 
on the Monday following the lynching 
Phifer said to him: ‘Bach and every 
man connected with that mob is guilty 
of wilful and deliberate murder, and if 
I was on a jury, I would punish them to 
to the fullest extent of the law.”

McKnight’s story is that Phifer said 
to him: “If I had it in my _ power, 
would hang every man implicated in 
the mob.’’

Ten Failed to Qualify. 


From the first 10 new talesmen exam- 
ined this morning the Court failed to 
get a single man who would qualify. 
Three disqualified on the ground that 
they were opposed to the death penalty 
and the remainder declared they had 


formed unalterable opinion and preju- 
dice on this particular case. 

Practically all the talesmen brought 
in today were from the vicinity of Fair 
Grove, in the northeastern section of 
the county. It is one of the strong Re- 
publican parts of the county. 

E. ; ‘ilson, the first man of the 
second 10 examined, qualified. He is 
a farmer and lives in Fair Grove. He 
is an elderly man and said he had 
formed no opinion of the guilt or in- 
nocence of Doss Galbraith and the 
other alleged mob leaders. On examina- 
tion by the defense, however, Mr. Wil- 
son said evidence would outweigh any 
personal opinion he might have formed 
and Judge Lincoln allowed him to qual- 
if.
